•In.cause they are much easier to assess. 
If a tax Is so many cents- a yard or so 
many dollars a ton there la no trouble 
about ascertaining what tho importer 
ougrhi to pay. if the various d^hedu'lea 
bad different rate^ there would atlli be- 
some controversies over the proper 
classification of articles, but on the 
whole the collection of 'the customs 
revenue would bo wonderfully simpli- 
fied. 


There are, Hqwdvor, serious objec- 


tfor.e to this simplicity. In some of tho 
South American countries their meth- 
od Is even more simple; they put the 


• packing case on the scaiea and charffo 


SQ much per kilogram for the whole 
thing, -box and all. That ecoans pretty 
cruJ^. A specific rate on. cotton goods 
mlg-hf amount t<>_ 10 per cent on fine 
grades and 150 on coarse. We have in 
the tariff many such rates levied for 
jus: this purpose. Duties of more lhan 
•100 per cent would seem excessive to 
many persons, 
even moderate pro- 


tectionists, but a very high ad valorem 
rate can be concealed under a specific
